There will be a little bit more 
room m Edmonton schools 
next year thanks to 26 modular 
classrooms, the province an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

While announcing a mod¬ 
ernization program at a school 
in Okotoks, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment revealed they would 
be supplying 130 modular 
classrooms for schools across 
the province, including the 26 
in Edmonton. 

The Edmonton Cathohc 
board is getting 16 of the class¬ 
rooms and the board’s assist¬ 


ant superintendent said that 
was well above what they had 
hoped for. 

“Sixteen portables is more 
than we have received at any 
time over the last many, many 
years; 16 is tremendous for us,” 
said Boris Radyo. 

Radyo said the classrooms 
will be spread out across the 
city, but identified both St. 
Dominic and Our Lady of the 
Prairies as two schools where 
they are veiy much needed. 

Norma Kennedy, school 
coimcil chair at Our Lady of the 
Prairies, said the new modular 
is great, because the school is 
burshng at the seams. 

“We have a big populahon 
explosion in our school,” she 
said. “We have had 38 students 
in one of our classrooms at one 
point.” 

Kennedy said next year 
looks hke it will be another big 
one with big numbers in day¬ 


care programs. 

“Our kindergarten classes 
are going to be bigger next year, 
so we have basically used up aU 
the space we have and we need 
more,” she said. 

Edmonton Public Schools 
will receive 10 of the modulars 
— short of what they had asked 
for — but spokesperson Jane 
Sterling said they are shU im¬ 
mensely helpful. 

“We’re happy. They’re badly 
needed. We had asked for 22, 
but we’re certainly happy to re¬ 
ceive the 10,” she said. 

Sterling said two of the at¬ 
tached modulars would each go 
to Bessie Nichols and Elizabeth 
Finch, which are both dealing 
with record enrolment. 

Two detached portables will 
go to Bisset School, Brander 
Gardens School and Ellerslie 
School. Sterling said all of the 
schools expechng modulars 
face overcrowding.

Cell towers. 
Feds unveil 
new rules 


The federal government 
unveiled new rules Wednes¬ 
day that require cellphone 
companies to consult with 
communities before their tow¬ 
ers go up. 

The new rules require ceU 
companies to consult with the 
community before construc¬ 
tion regardless of the height of 
the tower. Currently they are 
only obliged to consult when a 
tower is more than 15 metres 
taU. 

Companies also have to 
advertise that consultation and 
make sure there aren’t nearby 
towers where the equipment 
could go. 

Local MP Laurie Hawn said 
he has heard from many con¬ 
stituents about the problem 
and he is glad the government 
is getting a handle on it. 

“The process was messy and 
there are loopholes and so this 
is an attempt — and 1 think a 
pretty good one — to tighten 
up the loopholes,” he said 

Kisa Mortenson, one of 
many residents in Hazeldean 
who opposed a tower built 
there last year, said she 
wishes the law was retroactive, 
because they didn’t want the 
tower. 

“Our community, clearly, 
those living near the tower, 
clearly rejected it,” she said. 

Mortenson said she fears 
companies wiU do consulta¬ 
tions and then just go ahead 
with the project. 

“Consultation is veiy dif¬ 
ferent than actually listening 
and following what the people 
want,” she said. 

Hawn said he sympathizes 
with communities that don’t 
want the towers, but also rec¬ 
ognizes they provide a service. 

“Well, folks, if we are going 
to have coverage we are going 
to have towers somewhere,” he

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Report. Post-secondary 
students want to ignite 
change in school priorities 


Post-secondaiy students from 
across Alberta want their in¬ 
stitutions to focus more on 
teaching, less on research. 

As part of a provincewide 
effort to gather student feed¬ 
back, executives from the 
University of Alberta and 
MacEwan University pre¬ 
sented findings from a report 
called Ignite on Wednesday, 
detailing concerns from the 
province’s post-secondary 
students. 

“Quality emerged as a 
high priority for our stu¬ 
dents,” said Cameron McCoy, 
MacEwan students’ associa¬ 
tion president. 

McCoy said 90 per cent 
of respondents agree high- 
quality teaching needs to be 
the immediate focus of post- 
secondaiy education, and 
they want universities to put 
an emphasis on teaching as 
opposed to research. 

The report also revealed 
students felt an emphasis on 
research negatively impacted 
the quality of education at 
universities throughout the 
province.

Chantelle, who asked her 
last name not be published, 
said last weekend started off 
well as she and some friends 
watched live music at a west- 
end bar. 


“We had a couple drinks 
and decided we were going 
to leave and go somewhere 
else,” Chantelle said. 

She wound up at Krush 
Ultralounge and “that’s the 
last thing I remember.” 

The next day, Chantelle’s 
friend described how the 
night progressed, which in¬ 
cluded Chantelle losing al¬ 
most all control of her body 
and having to be half-car¬ 
ried, half-dragged out of the 
lounge.

Vets. Medical discharges 
lead to ‘area of unfairness’

Some Canadian soldiers given 
medical discharges find they 
don’t qualify for benefits be¬ 
cause Veterans Afiairs uses dif¬ 
ferent, more stringent criteria 
in an “unfair” process, the mil- 
itaiy ombudsman told a Senate 
committee Wednesday. 

Pierre Daigle, whose term 
ends in a few weeks, testified 
many ex-soldiers have to fight 
to prove the conditions that 
made them ineligible to serve 
are a result of their service. 

Once released. Veterans 
Affairs demands the ill and in¬ 
jured be subject to a separate 
assessment above and beyond 


whatever examination has 
been conducted at National 
Defence. For veterans, it can 
be a bureaucratic conundrum 
that often leads to a denial of 
benefits and a lengthy appeals 
process. 

“This is an area of unfair¬ 
ness which needs to be looked 
at,” Daigle said. 

Daigle said he has had heard 
from former members direct¬ 
ly, even though his mandate 
doesn’t extend to Veterans Af¬

CN, union 
reach deal, 
avert strike

CN Rail and the Teamsters 
union have reached a ten¬ 
tative contract agreement, 
averting a potential strike 
by 3,000 workers that could 
have come as early as this 
weekend. 

Both sides said late Wed¬ 
nesday that details of the 
three-year contract won’t be 
released until it is ratified by 
union members. 

Teamsters spokesman Ste- 
phane Lacroix described the 
negotiations as a “bit chaot¬ 
ic,” but said CN came to the 
union with a series of propos¬ 
als late in the day. 

“As a result, we’re veiy 
happy to avoid a strike this 
weekend,” Lacroix said, add¬ 
ing he hopes union members 
will ratify the agreement this 
time. 

Lacroix noted that Labour 
Minister Kellie Leitch’s an¬ 
nouncement that Ottawa was 
preparing back-to-work legis¬ 
lation in the event of a strike 
likely helped move things 
along. 

He said union members 
will soon get to see the agree¬ 
ment and likely vote on it in 
the coming weeks. 

The union’s strike notice 
came days after Teamster 
members, representing con¬ 
ductors, train employees and 
yard workers, rejected a ten¬ 
tative contract reached last 
fall with CN. 

The federal government 
had said it was prepared to 
intervene and force CN work¬ 
ers back on the job should 
they go ahead with a walk¬ 
out, which could have come 


as early as Saturday morning. 

Leitch said that a strike 
at Canada’s largest railway 
would hurt farmers and the 
forestry sector. 

Saskatchewan Premier 
Brad Wall had called on Ot¬ 
tawa to step in before a strike 
even began. 

In a letter to Transport 
Minister Lisa Raitt, Wall said 
a strike would be unaccept¬ 
able at a time when farmers 
are already having trouble 
moving a bumper crop of 
grain. 

“Our agricultural produ¬ 
cers deserve better than to 
be held hostage by one or¬ 
ganization at a time when 
there is already tremendous 
frustration with the rail sys¬ 
tem’s failure to serve their 
needs adequately,” the pre¬ 
mier wrote. 

CN said it transports 
about $250 billion worth of 
goods annually for a wide 
range of business, including 
natural resources and con¬ 
sumer goods. 

A strike by competitor 
Canadian Pacific Railway in 
2012 lasted just days before 
Ottawa legislated workers 
back on the job. 

CN congratulated the 
union for averting a possible 
strike. 

“This will ensure con¬ 
tinued service to our cus¬ 
tomers in a veiy challenging 
environment where extreme 
winter conditions have ham¬ 
pered CN operations and af¬ 
fected service levels,” said 
Jim Vena, CN’s executive 
vice-president and chief oper¬ 
ating officer. 

“CN has offered to work 
closely with the union leader¬ 
ship to explain the terms 
of the agreement to union 
members over the next 45 
days to help ensure a success¬ 
ful ratification of the agree¬ 
ment,” Vena said in a state¬ 
ment.

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Rome. United Nations 
report urges Vatican to 
come clean on abuse 


The Vatican “systematically” 
adopted policies that allowed 
priests to rape and molest tens 
of thousands of children over 
decades, a UN human-rights 
committee said Wednesday, 
urging the Holy See to open its 
files on pedophiles and bishops 
who concealed their crimes. 

The UN committee severely 
criticized the Holy See for its at¬ 
titudes toward homosexuality, 
contraception and abortion and 
said it should change its own 
canon law to ensure children’s 
rights and their access to health 
care are guaranteed. 

The Vatican promptly ob¬ 
jected and its UN ambassador 
accused the committee of hav¬ 
ing betrayed the international 
body’s own objectives by al¬ 
lowing itself to be swayed by 
pro-gay ideologues. 

The report, which took the 
Vatican by surprise in its harsh 
tone, puts renewed pressure 
on Pope Francis to move deci¬ 
sively on the abuse front and 


make good on pledges to create 
a Vatican commission to study 
sex abuse. 

The commission was an¬ 
nounced in December, but few 
details have been released since 
then. 

The committee issued its 
recommendations after sub¬ 
jecting the Holy See to a day¬ 
long interrogation last month 
on its implementation of the 
UN Convention on the Rights 
of the Child, the key UN treaty 
on child protection, which the 
Holy See ratified in 1990. 

Critically, the committee re¬ 
jected the Vatican’s long-stand¬ 
ing argument that it doesn’t 
control bishops or their abusive 
priests, saying the Holy See was 
responsible for implementing 
the treaty not just in the Vati¬ 
can City State but around the 
world “as the supreme power 
of the Catholic Church through 
individuals and institutions 
placed under its authority.”

Russia’s law-and-order 
president not taking 
terrorist threat lightly 


President Vladimir Putin 
pointed Wednesday to the 
Boston Marathon bombings 
as a big reason for the intense 
security around the Winter 
Olympics starting in Russia 
this week. 

The Chechen brothers ac¬ 
cused of the 2013 Boston at¬ 
tacks hailed from just a few 
hundred kilometres away 
from the Olympic sites at So¬ 
chi. This Black Sea town and 
neighbouring Caucasus Moun¬ 
tains are readying to host 
world leaders, thousands of 
athletes and many more spec¬ 
tators at the Feb. 7-23 games. 

Twin bombings in another 


southern Russian city in De¬ 
cember have heightened ter¬ 
rorism fears around the Sochi 
events. 

Intelhgence agencies from 
multiple countries will be 
working together around the 
clock at a special headquarters 
in Sochi, Putin said while visit¬ 
ing Olympic sites Wednesday. 

“In the U.S., people died 
at a marathon, during the G8 
there were terrorist acts in the 
London subway,” he said, ac¬ 
cording to Russian news agen¬ 
cies. 

Putin rose to power and 
popularity 15 years ago on 
law-and-order, hard-on-terror- 


ism pohcies that critics say go 
too far and suppress human 
rights. He had long warned 
the West about the dangers 
posed by Chechen rebels, and 
urged closer security co-oper¬ 
ation with Washin^on after 
the Boston Marathon attacks. 

Putin has made security 
central to the Olympic pro¬ 
ject, in which he has taken an 
unusual personal interest. 

Despite hangups and criti¬ 
cism and higher costs than 
any Olympics in histoiy, Putin 
told athletes and staff Wed¬ 
nesday that “Russia is ready to 
host the Games.”

Protests over 
anti-gaylaws 
intensify 

A U.S. Olympic sponsor and 
a UN panel condemned a 
Russian law criticized as 
a stifler of gay rights as 
protests took place around 
the world Wednesday. 

The law signed by Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir 
Putin in July bans pro-gay 
“propaganda” that could be 
accessible to minors. 

Detractors have pressed 
the International Olympic 
Committee and its corpor¬ 
ate sponsors to denounce 
the law and call for its 
repeal. 

One of those sponsors, 
McDonald’s, was targeted 
Wednesday by protesters 
in London and Paris, where 
about 50 people gathered 
in front of one of the fast- 
food chain’s restaurants in 
the Place de la Repubhque 
square to chant “No to 
Russia’s anti-gay law!” and 
cany banners with slogans 
such as “Russia we are with 
you but we’re against your 
anti-gay law.” 

In London, about 150 
people rallying outside 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s office in London 
urged McDonald’s and the 
IOC’s other sponsors to 
speak out. 

The activists there said 
they plan to dehver a peti¬ 
tion signed by more than 
100,000 people to a nearby 
McDonald’s restaurant. 

Protests also took place 
in St. Petersburg, Russia, 
New York, Jerusalem and 
Rio de Janeiro.

Drug overdose? 

Four suspects who may 
have supplied actor 
with drugs taken into 
police custody 


Four people were taken into 
custody on drug charges after 
police investigating Philip Sey¬ 
mour Hofl&nan’s death execut¬ 
ed search warrants, two people 
with knowledge of the investi¬ 
gation said Wednesday, and the 
medical examiner’s oflBce said 
more tests are needed to deter¬ 
mine what killed him. 

There was no timetable for 
Hoffman’s autopsy to be fin¬ 
ished, said medical examiner 
ofiice spokeswoman Julie Bol- 
cer, who declined to discuss the 
pending tests. Toxicology and 
tissue tests are typically done in 
such cases. 

Police have been investigat¬ 
ing his death as a suspected 
drug overdose. 


The Oscar-winning actor 
was found dead Sunday with 
a needle in his arm, and tests 
found heroin — but no traces 
of the potent synthetic mor¬ 
phine additive fentanyl, which 
is added to intensify the high 
and has been linked to 22 sus¬ 
pected overdose deaths in west¬ 
ern Pennsylvania — in samples 
from at least 50 packets in his 
apartment in Manhattan’s 
Greenwich Village, law enforce¬ 
ment ofiicials have said. 

The four people were taken 
into custody Tuesday after po¬ 
lice executed search warrants 
at several New York City apart¬ 
ments based on a tip provided 
by a confidential source that 
the suspects may have supplied 
Hoffman with dmgs, according 
to two people with knowledge 
of the investigation who spoke 
to The Associated Press on the 
condition of anonymity. 

The four suspects face char¬ 
ges of criminal possession of a 
controlled substance.

Children in Syria have been 
tortured, sexually abused 
and subjected to “indiscrim¬ 
inate” attacks by President 
Bashar Assad’s forces, and 
recruited for combat and 
terror operations by the re¬ 
bels fighting to topple him 
during the country’s nearly 
three-year-old conflict, a new 
United Nations report says. 

The report to the UN Se¬ 
curity Council by Secretary- 


General Ban Ki-moon high¬ 
lights the plight of children 
in the conflict from the 
beginning of the uprising 
against Assad in March 2011 
until Nov. 15, 2013. It was 
given to the council this 
week and posted on the UN 
website Tuesday. Ban said 
Syrian children have been 
subjected to “unspeakable 
and unacceptable” suffering 
during that time. “Violations 
must come to an end now,” 
he said. 

Meanwhile, the Syrian 
government missed another 
deadline for destroying its 
chemical weapons Wednes¬ 
day, but pledged to complete 
the process by June 30 as 
promised. 

The Syrian civil war has 
killed more than 10,000 chil-

Israeli planners on Wednes¬ 
day gave final approval for 
558 apartments in Jewish 
settlements in war-won east 
Jerusalem, which is sought 
by the Palestinians as a cap¬ 
ital, officials said. 

Palestinian officials said 
the decision undermines fra¬ 
gile U.S.-brokered negotia¬ 
tions with Israel on setting 
up a Palestinian state along¬ 
side Israel. 

Also Wednesday, Israel’s 
chief peace negotiator re¬ 
buked fellow government 
ministers who have criti¬ 
cized U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry for his mediation 


efforts, pointing to widening 
divisions in Israel’s centre- 
right governing coalition. 

The Jerusalem municipal¬ 
ity said its planning commit¬ 
tee approved building per¬ 
mits in the neighbourhoods 
of Har Homa, Neve Yaakov 
and Pisgat Ze’ev, built on 
land Israel captured in the 
1967 war and later annexed. 
Most of the international 
community considers them 
illegal settlements. 

Brachie Sprung, a mu¬ 
nicipality spokeswoman, 
said the building projects 
received initial approval a 
few years ago, and that new 


building in Arab areas of 
Jerusalem was also approved 
Wednesday. 

At the same time, the mu¬ 
nicipality carried out a court 
order Wednesday and de¬ 
molished three Arab homes 
in east Jerusalem that were 
built without permits, 
police spokesman Micky 
Rosenfeld said. Arab protest¬ 
ers hurled stones at police 
forces guarding the area and 
three people were arrested, 
he added. 

Chief Palestinian negoti¬ 
ator Saeb Erekat said Israel is 
undermining Kerry’s efforts. 
“The international commun¬ 


ity must hold Israel account¬ 
able for this policy,” he said. 

Lior Amihai of the Israeli 
settlement watchdog group 
Peace Now said the new ap¬ 
provals are “shameful” at a 
time when negotiations are 
in a sensitive stage. 

Israeli government 

spokesman Mark Regev had 
no immediate comment. 

More than 550,000 Israeli 
settlers live in the West Bank 
and east Jerusalem. The Pal¬ 
estinians want to establish 
a state in those territories 
as well as the Gaza Strip, all 
captured by Israel in 1967.

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HEEL EDGE OF TECH DEFENDS EBOOKS 


Fm not really on the cutting edge when it 
comes to technology. Fve spent a lot of my 
life living in the past (also known as New 
Brunswick), so Fm more like the back part of 
the knife that you push on when you’re 
slicing. 

Google tells me that part is called the 
spine, which still gives me too much credit, 
society-wise. The middle part is the heel. 

That seems about right. 

1 am on the cutting heel of technology. 

So when 1 say that 1 believe ebooks are far 
superior to regular books and will one day 
replace them, don’t take it as a bold pro¬ 
nouncement of Things to Come. Take it as a 
sign that smarter people than me have likely 
been saying it for years, and now that it’s oc¬ 
curred to me it must be more mainstream than Leno. 

Until recently 1 was among those who felt that paper books 
were unquestionably superior. Ebooks weren’t great when

they first hit the market, which gave us trad¬ 
itionalists cover as we pointed out that the bat¬ 
tery or lights or selection or cost weren’t very 
good. 

It was like we looked at the Wright brothers’ 
rickety plane at Kitty Hawk and scoffed: “No 
way that thing is going to get 350 passengers 
from Vancouver to Hong Kong on an overnight 
flight.

But now that ebooks have long-life batteries, 
easy-to-read screens, excellent selection and 
good prices, people in the pro-book camp have 
resorted to a couple of paperweight arguments. 

The first, from people who have not tried 
ebooks on principle, usually involves what 
might to go wrong — like deleting a book or 
running out of power. These problems are so 
unlikely that it’s like saying a horse is preferable to a car be¬ 
cause horses never accidentally deploy their airbags. 

The second, more popular argument is that there’s “just 


something” about books. The smell, the feel, the heft, the 
look. We are judging the book by its cover, and we’ll caress it 
and smell it like it’s Ryan Gosling or Scarlett Johansson, thank 
you very much. All well and good, except there is nothing in¬ 
trinsically pleasant about the feel or smell of a book. 1 like 
those sensations too but it’s only because 1 associate them with 
book reading and therefore feel positively about them. If it 
was all about heft we should just carry around five-pound Ps 
and Qs. “Don’t mind these, they’re fun to lift.” (Besides, my e- 
reader has a cover that smells just fine.) 

Paper books aren’t going anywhere, any more than globes 
and vinyl records are, and all reading is good. But 1 think 
books will become curios and hobby pieces while ebooks will 
dominate the mainstream completely.

The vims that’s ripphng its 
way across Ontario pig farms 
could hit pork lovers’ pocket- 
books if the spread continues. 

While no one’s forecasting 
a blockbuster spike in bacon 
prices anytime soon, each new 
case of the ever-so-charmingly- 
named porcine epidemic diar¬ 
rhea pushes the chances one 
step closer. 

Prices have already seen 
a bit of a nudge thanks to 
the vims’s spread in the U.S., 
which has been batthng the 
bug since the spring. There, 
more than 2,600 cases of the 
vims have been confirmed 
in 23 states, according to the 
latest data from the American 
Association of Swine Veterinar¬ 
ians. 



“Their herd has been re¬ 
duced quite a bit by it, so 
the supply down there has 
lowered and that’s driven the 
price up on the futures,” said 
London, Ont.-area hog farmer 
Jim Denys. 

“It all depends on how it 
plays out in Ontario, whether 
we can contain it to the sites 
we have now or if it blows up 
hke it did in the U.S. 

“If it does, it may affect the 
price further.” 

By June, bacon in urban 
U.S. supermarkets had jumped 
to nearly $5 a pound, about 15 


per cent higher than the same 
time in 2012, according to gov¬ 
ernment data. End-of-year data 
shows a 20 per cent price jump 
per pound, although some of 
that can be attributed to the 
bacon craze that swept North 
America in 2013, sources have 
said. 

Canada’s situation was 
beginning to look more dire 
Wednesday with two new 
confirmed cases. It pushes the 
total to seven Ontario farms, 
plus three at sites including a 
processing plant and a tmck- 
loading facility.

• Bacon, ribs and anything 
else cut from a hog 
remains perfectly safe to 
eat, she stressed. 


Ontario Pork spokeswoman 
Maiy Jane Quinn said the vims 
could end up costing the Can¬ 
adian pork industiy up to $45 
milhon if it spreads as it has in 
the U.S. 

But, she said, it’s important 
to keep a level head because 
domestic prices won’t increase 
overnight. 

“We do get a lot of Amer¬ 
ican pork coming into the 
countiy. 1 suspect there will be 
a bit of an increase there,” she 
said, “but in terms of domestic 
Canadian pork, 1 don’t think 
you’ll see any change (soon). 

“You have to give it quite a 
few cycles. 1 don’t think you’ll 
see it for a few months.”

about us going up there and 
trying really hard to be funny 
or doing slapstick comedy. 

“Although there are ele¬ 
ments of that, the story really 
lends itself to being funny and 
these characters that are tiy- 
ing so hard to get what they 
want, but not all of them can.” 

In discovering how to as¬ 
sume their characters, Tellier 
admits, “We rehearse six days 
a week. At the beginning of 
the process, we did a lot of 
table work, which involves a 
lot of research about music 
theatre. 

“Young Frankenstein is a 
music parody so we need to 
know what we were making 
fun of Then we read the script 
and broke it down. 

“We are having an abso¬ 
lute blast through this whole 
process. For me, it’s the new 
discoveries eveiyone is mak¬ 
ing each time we do a run 
through. As for the audience, 1 
hope they can come in, laugh 
for two hours, and leave with 
a brighter day.”

The Monuments Men. 

Actor-turned-director 
talks about his new 
war story and 
why art matters

You may think all the Second 
World War stories that could be 
committed to film have been 
covered, but George Clooney’s 
got a new one for you. His 
latest as a director, The Monu¬ 
ments Men, is based on the 
real exploits of a team of art 
experts tasked with recovering 
priceless works the Nazis were 
hoarding in the waning days of 
the war. 

“We wanted to make an en¬ 
tertaining film, and we bleed 
the stoiy. We were not aU that 
famibar with this actual stoiy, 
which is rare for a World War 
II stoiy, and we wanted it to be 
accessible,” Clooney says. 

“We wanted to tabc about a 


vety serious subject that’s on¬ 
going and we wanted to make 
it entertaining. That was the 
goal. A movie about saving art 
doesn’t reaby sound all that 
fun, so you have to remind 
people that what we’re talking 
about isn’t just these paintings 
on a wall. It’s about culture, the 
fabric of our culture. You can 


kbl them, you can murder their 
famibes, but if you take away 
their culture then that’s when 
society breaks down.” 

The conviction with which 
he speaks comes from a veiy 
personal place and from per¬ 
sonal experiences that helped 
motivate him to undertake the 
film in the first place. 


“I spent a lot of time going 
through vibages in the Sudan 
and Darfur where it wasn’t 
enough that you kibed them 
and you kibed their children 
and you did ab this stuff. They 
had to destroy the things that 
they’d created from genera¬ 
tions before,” Clooney remem¬ 
bers. 


“They had to destroy what 
made the vibage theirs, and 
that was as important as the 
raping and the murdering of 
these famibes. We started to 
understand how, when we 
didn’t protect the art during 
the beginning of the war in Iraq 
— we didn’t protect those mu¬ 
seums and now a lot of those 


things are lost, those artifacts 
— how that can actuaby affect 
the community in a veiy deep 
way. What are you fighting for, 
if it’s not your culture, your 
life?” 

His fifth film as a director. 
The Monuments Men marks 
Clooney’s first outing behind 
the camera since 2011’s The 
Ides of March, and whbe those 
jobs take longer to get out, he’s 
much happier in the director’s 
chair, he’s found. 

“I prefer directing to doing 
other things. Directing and 
writing, I think, they seem to 
be infmitely more creative,” he 
says. 

“I bke it more than acting 
now. I don’t know whether it’s 
improving or not, but it’s defin¬ 
itely evolving in different direc¬ 
tions. Ab you’re tiying to do is 
learn from people that you’ve 
worked with. I’ve worked with 
the Coen Brothers, with Soder¬ 
bergh, Alexander Payne — I’ve 
worked with really great direc¬ 
tors. You just tiy to watch what 
they’re doing and then steal it. 
That’s the theory. You go, ‘Oh, I 
bke that. I’m going to do it that 
way.’”
